The Sara Roby Foundation 
is a non-profit organisation established to foster creative activity and public 
understanding of the visual arts, particularly the arts of painting and sculpture. 

Represented in the eadjibitiaa are 40 paintings, 4 sculpture and 8 drawings 
by 43 artists most of wh<»a ai^ still living, Many differing viewpoints and styles 
are brought together in the show. High quality marks the individual exajsqiles. To 
obtain this quality the Founda'^on had to wait, in certain cases many months or 
years, for an artist to coa^lete a painting or sculpture, A concern for form is 
the most frequent recurring characteristic of the individual pieces. 

Works in the exhibition were executed in the years between 1917 and 1953 
and mia:Tor significant political, social, economic and cultural events on the 
Ameilcan scene of that period. Twentieth century trends in art appear in such

Methods and mediuBui range from oil painting. Ink and water color drawing 
to sculpture in steel, wood, laarble and granite.
